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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The amendments submitted November 23, 2005 are not entered for the following 
reasons. 



a. Regarding independent claims 1,12, 20, 29, 35, the applicant contends 
Wu does not disclose a receiver for receiving digital signals. The examiner 
contends that Wu discloses the use of digital receivers digital communication 
terminals (col. 1 , lines 9-12). Further, the examiner further points out that this 
limitation is included in the preamble of the claim, In response to applicant's 
arguments, the recitation does not have to be given patentable weight because 
the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the 
intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on 
the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 
(CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 
1951). 

b. Regarding claims 1 , 35-37, the applicant further maintains that Wu does 
not change the operating frequency and/or the operating frequency is not a 
fraction of the digital signal. However, the broadest definition of frequency is the 
number of instances occurring in a given time. The use of a delay could certainly 
be interpreted as able to cause variations in the number of instances which occur 
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in a period of time, and any lessening of frequencies in a period of time will result 
in a fraction of the previous frequency. 

c. The limitation introduced into Claim 29, "in a non-feedback path of said 
receiver" requires a new search of the prior art of record.
